“In regard to ordinary law:en 
forcement, the province is charged 
with the duty of enforcing all laws 
under the criminal code, This pre 
sents difficulties if the force enforce 
ing the laws for which the province 
is responsible, were in control of an 
authority not that of the province. 
As regards the liquor act enforce 
the difficulties surrounding 
the enforcement of that act by an 
outside authority are obvious.” 

“The subject is still under 
sideration,” said Mr. Beownlee, “but 
as we hope to conclude the ses 
by the end of next week, there can 
be no possibility of dealinw with it 
within that time 

No New Rail Offers 

Mr. Brownlee said there had been 
no further developments in the mat 
ter of negotiations to obtain further 
offers from the Canadian National 
and Canadian Pacific for taking 
over the northern provincial rail- 
way lines.

REV. DR. JOHN MACLEAN, 
FAMOUS METHODIST MIS-

John MacLean, historian, pioneer 
missionary of western Canada, died 
j here today following an attack of 
| flu. Dr. MacLean, who was 77 years 
of age, since coming to Canada 
more than 50 years ago, had been 
prominently connected with 
activities of the Methodist church 
in Canada, 


His Career 

Of the picturessue circuit riders of 
Western Canada’s pioneer days, 
John Maclaun made a notable con- 
tribution, not only to the cause of 
religion on the prairies, but to the 
ordered life and stability which have 
replaced the frontier civilization en- 
| countered four decades ago. As the 
missionary to both the whites and 
the Indians in the far western ex- 
prairies and as the 
first, public school superintendent in 
the territory now known as Southern 
Alberta he witnessed the beginnings

March 15th providing the spring is 
beginning to open up, Gather the 
eggs regularly and keep them in 2 
moderate temperature of about 500, 

When the goose becomes broody 
vive her about ten eggs and put the 
balance under hens. Moisten the 
eggs daily after the 14th day, The 
period of incubation is 31 days. Dur- 
ing that time feed and water the 
broody birds regularly. Do not dis- 
turb the goose at hatching time

BROODING AND FEEDING 
BABY CHICKS 


OF 


Brooding: The first consideration 
in brooding is a suitable building 
for the purpose. Prior to building a 


brooder house at the Scott Station 
a small shed-roof colony house 
served the purpose. This colony 
house was sheeted inside and the 


air-spaces between the studding and 
rafters were packed with prairie 
wool, The floor was double-boarded 
and the outside of the building was 


banked above the floor level with 
soil. A similar building could be 
used on the average farm. For the 
brooding ‘of chicks in the early 
spring it is necessary to have a 
building which the, wind will not, 
penetrate in order to maintain an 


even temperature, The temperature 
near the floor and about three feet 
from the stove should be 95 degrees 
Fahrenheit during the first week. 
After ghis time if the stove is well 
regulated the chicks may serve as a 
thermometer by the way in which 
they move about. If they are well
